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Joy in Zimba 


as ‘dictator is 


Tuesday’s resignation of Robert Mugabe, 
Zimbabwe’s leader for nearly four decades, 
set off a celebration in the capital of Harare, 
above and at right, with crowds pouring into 
the streets, drivers honking horns and citi- 
zens giving high-fives to soldiers. 

“The dictator is gone!” Takudzwa Jonasi, 
32, achemical engineer, shouted as he cel- 
ebrated with a jubilant crowd. Like many 
Zimbabweans, he has known no other 
leader. 

“For our generation we have never seen 
any change. We were not allowed to exercise 
our rights,” he added. 

“Tam so happy the dictator is gone. I can’t 
speak, I have no words. We are finally free!” 
exclaimed Shoes Tazviwan, 36, a chef who 
also had joined the demonstrations. 

Mugabe, 93 and the world’s oldest head of 
state, had alienated the leaders of Zimba- 
bwe’s military, who had detained him and 
seized control of the country’s government.

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FCC chair 
moves 

to kill net 
neutrality 


Internet providers would 
get more say over what 
websites customers see

Federal officials took aim at a signature 
Obama-era regulation Tuesday, unveiling 
a plan that would give internet providers 
broad powers to determine what websites 
and online services their customers see and 
use. 

Under the proposal by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, companies that 
provide high-speed internet services, such 
as Comcast, Verizon or AT&T, would be able 
to block web content they do not like and 
auction off speedier delivery of content to 
the highest bidder. 

The move is one of the more significant 
deregulatory efforts by Republicans since 
President Donald Trump took office. Ajit 
Pai, who was nominated to head the FCC 
by Trump in January, has said undoing the 
net neutrality regulations passed by his 
predecessor was one of his top priorities. 

Those rules were passed in 2015 by a 
Democrat-led FCC that said it wanted to 
make sure all content, whether from big or 
small companies, would be treated equally 
by internet providers. 

But Pai argued that those rules stifled 
innovation and amounted to government 
overreach. 

“Under my proposal, the federal govern- 
ment will stop micromanaging the inter- 
net,” Pai said in a statement Tuesday. The 
plan could be approved by the Republi- 
can-led FCC as early as its Dec. 14 meeting. 

Pai’s remarks were cheered by conserva- 
tives as well as cable, broadband and wire- 
less companies, which provide most of the 
internet service to American homes, smart- 
phones and other devices. 

“It’s a signature accomplishment for 
Pai’s chairmanship,” said Fred Campbell, 
director of the conservative think tank 
Tech Knowledge. “This item represents 
the starkest policy difference between the 
Obama FCC... and Chairman Pai.” 

Added Verizon in a statement: “We’re 
very encouraged by Chairman Pai’s 
announcement today that the FCC will 
move forward next month to restore the 
successful light-touch regulatory frame- 
work for internet services.”

When Kate McClure ran out of gas during her drive to Phil- 
adelphia last month, her seeming bad break set in motion 
a personal mission to help restore the life of her hard-luck 
good Samaritan. 

Stuck by the side of Interstate 95, McClure, 27, was 
approached by a homeless man named Johnny. She was 
apprehensive at first, but Johnny told her to get back into 
her car and lock the doors while he walked to get her help. He 
went to anearby gas station, used his last $20 to fillacan and 
brought it back to replenish her car, she said. 

Grateful but without a dollar to repay him, McClure prom- 
ised she would come back with something. 

In the weeks since, she has returned to the spot along I-95 
where Johnny stays and brought cash, snacks and Wawa 
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gift cards. Each time she has stopped by with her boyfriend, 
Mark D’Amico, they’ve learned a bit more about Johnny’s 
story and have become humbled by his gratitude. 

Eventually, the Florence Township couple knew they had 
to do more. 

“T would say, ‘I keep thinking about that guy, 
said. McClure was thinking about Johnny, too. 

So they launched a GoFundMe campaign, setting an 
ambitious goal of $10,000 and hoping to bring in a few hun- 
dred dollars to book Johnny a motel for a few nights, where 
he could clean up and start to get back on his feet. 

In just over a week, the campaign has garnered more than 
$18,000 in donations, and continues to grow. 

“It just blew up,” McClure said, noting that donors
